The Pahokee Police 
Department 1s investigating 
the suspected homicide of an 
elderly Pahokee minister. 

Rev. Eullis Wright, 89, was 
found dead at home havin, 
suffered an apparent hea‘ 
injury. 

Actording to Pahokee 
Police Department Lt. 
Timothy Kenney, officers of 
the Pahokee Police 
Department were calléd to 
285 SW 4th Street in Pahokee 
Monday, Oct. 16 at 11:30 
a.m. 

"Wé were called to his 
house by his son, who had 
picked up his mail for him," 
said Pahokee Police Chief 
Gary Frechette, "When his 
dad didn't answer the door, 
һе called thé police depart- 
ment." 

Officer John Loper, who 
was first onsthe scene, went 
around the house and saw 
that the glass in thé sliding 
glass door had been smashed 
in, the chief said. Then he 
Saw Mr. Wright lying on the 
floor. 

“He went in, determined 
that there might have been 
foul play, and we responded 
and sealed off the crime 
scene,” the chief said. 

At press time, an autopsy 
was scheduled to be per-

formed Tuesday morning to 
determine the exact cause 
and time of death. 

Chief Frechette said neigh- 
bors reported last seeing the 
victim Saturday. night. The 
chief said the department has 
not received any reports of 
suspicious activity in the min- 
ister's neighborhood. 

Chief Frechette said police 
suspect robbery may. have 
been the motive in the appar- 
ent homicide. 

“When we finished with the 
crime scene at 11 p.m. last 
night, family members were 
en route,” Chief Frechette 
said. “They haven't done а 
complete inventory yet, but it 
appeared that some things 
were missing. We don't know 
just what yet.” 

Rev. Wright was for many 
years the pastor of Beulah 
Baptist Church in Streamline 
and was well known in 
Pahokee. 

“Rev. Wright was beloved 
by everyone. Needless to say, 
everyone's upset," the chief 
said.

Wright, or who might have 
seen any suspicious activity 
in the vicinity of his home is 
asked to call the Pahokee: 
Police Department at (561) 
924-5691.

stolen vehicles. Most of those 
charges were later dismissed. 

He was convicted in Seminole 
County of larceny in September 
of 1976 and did eight months of 
a five year sentence and served 
four years probation. In March 
of 1996 he again received two 
years probation and'a fine of 
$200 for failure to redeliver а 
hired vehicle. 

He was also arrested this past 
March by the Belle Glade Police 
Department for trespassing after 
warning * and opposing ог 
obstructing an officer after refus- 
ing to leave the Winn Dixie store 
when asked repeatedly to do so 

by the store manager. The police 

report states this was “not the 
first time the suspect has caused

Environmental Protection and 
the Palm Beach County Health 
Department, is sampling the 
city's water to measure the level 
of  trihelimethanes. Mr. 
Schenck said in 1993, the 
health department issued a 
report that indicated that any 
concentrates of trihelimethanes 
below 600 parts per billion 18 
safe, and he said, that study 
has not been refuted. Mr. 
Schenck said currently the 
city’s water tests at 350-400 
parts per billion, but he noted 
that to meet DEP regulations, 
the city will have to reduce the 
level-of trihelimethanes, a sus- 
pected carcinogen, to 80-100 
parts per billion by 2004.
